It has pleaſed God, within theſe few days, to 
deprive -us of ' a moſt excellent Princeſs; under 
whom; - we had flatterd our felyes , "that 'we

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ſhould have long enjoy d, a more than ordinary 
Portion, of Happineſs and Proſperity. A Perſon 
ſhe was, as by the Greatneſs of her Character 
gualitied beyond mott Others to have become a 
National Bl:ſſmg ; ſo by the many incomparable 
Endowments, God had beſtow'd-upon her, ina 
fingular manner diſpoſed ſo ro be. And as this 
raiſed our hopes into ſome more than ordinary 
Expectations from her ; fo that firmneſs of Con- 
ſtitution which ſhe enjoyd, accompanied with 
a yet early and vigorous Youth, ſeem'd to pro- 
miſe us, that we ſhould be many years bleſſed 
under the influence both of her Authority and of 
her Fxample. ns 2 vl 

But alas ! how ſuddainly are aJl theſe Hopes 
cut off, and our Expectations brought to an End ! 
And nothing left us but che ſad Refleftion, how 
grievouſly miſtaken we were in our Opinion of 
our own Happineſs ; and how little truſt is to be 
put '1n} Fny, but that God, who alone:enjoys a; Cer- 
tainty of Being, and therefore can. alone with fafe- 
ty be depended upon. | Fo 

In. the words before us, there are; 'theſe-two 
things that nacurally offer themſelves to. our Con- 
{ideration : | 

Firft, That ic is a vain thing to put our Truſt 

in any Man, be his Rank or Condition -ne- 
ver ſo great ; upon this double Account, 


( 1 ) That 
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(1-) That his Power to help us, 1s very ſmall : 
ver. 3. And, 
| ( 2. ) His Continuance ſhort and uncertain, ver.q. 
And therefore to Truſt in ſuch a perſon, 
' mult be to repoſe our Confidence in One, who 
| oftentimes cannot help us ; and, in a little while, 
| will fail us. | 
Secondly, That he who will place. his Truſt 
upon a ſure foundation, mult place it upon 
| God; who alone 1s always able, and will at- 
1 ways continue in a Condition, to help and 


' defend us. 


And, Firſt, That it is a very vain thing to put 
our Truſt in any Man, be his Rank or Con- 
dition never ſo Great ; Becauſe both his 

| Power to help is. very ſmall, and his Conte- 

; nuance ſhort and uncertam : And therefore to 

Truft in ſuch a Perſon, muſt be to build our 

Hope upon one who oftentimes may not be 
 Ableto helpus; and very probably, in a lic- 
tle while will fail us. 

- "This is a Conſideration, both ſo certain in its 

ſelf, and ſo Obvious even to the meaneſt Capaci- 

ty ; that did we not ſee Men every day overlook it 

in their praEtice, one might think it hardly need- 

ful to, offer .any. Arguments, either to Illuſtrate, 

or to Confirm the Truth of it. :

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If (1) We conſider the Power, of the Greateſt 
Perſons, to help us ; Alas! How little is it at the 
Beit ? And, for the moſt part, How uſeleſs to us 2 
In how many Caſes does it ſurpals their Power to 
do us any Good ? And even in thoſe in which it 
may ſeem the moſt in their Power to aſſiſt us ; 
yet how many Accidents may there fall out, to 
prevent us from being at all the better for it 2 

It may be they are Unwiling to grant us what 
we deſire of them. Perhaps they are diſpoſed to 
do Somewhat for us 3 but they will not be per- 
ſwaded to do ſo Mach as our needs require : Ando 

ſpoil all che Advantage we hoped to have reaped 
from their Kindneſs to us, for want of making their 
Supply ſuitable co our Occaſions. 

Ic may be they are willing to do 41! that we 
deſire of them, but not Preſently : They put off 
the time; till at laſt, by their delays, their favour 
"comes too late to us. 

Or laſtly ; Ir is poſſible that in a liccle-while 
they may Change their Minds, and with them, their 
AﬀeBtioms towards us. And fo where we thought 
to have found a Friend, we meet an Exemy: One 
who is diſpoſed rather to do us a miſchief, than 
to lend any Help or Aſſiſtance to us. 

So Impotgnt ; fo Trifling ; ſo Uncertain, and 
Diſ-ingenuous a Creature, is Man ! And then, 
Whata Vanity mult it be for any one to _ his 
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Truſt upon the Intereſt or Authority, the Loveor 
Favour of ſuch a One 2 Who in the chiefeſt of 
our needs, cannot Help us at all : And im thoſe, 
wherein he 1s able to relieve us, will be apt ei- 
ther altogether to fail us ; Or elſe to mix ſo much 
of Humane Frailty and Infirmity with his Fa- 
vour, as ſhall render it of very little Uſe and 
Value to us. 

Nor let any one think that there 1s any Order of 
Men exempted from the force of theſe Reflections. 
Even the greateſt Perſons lye open to them, no leſs 
than thoſe of a /ower degree. Their Power indeed 
is Greater, and they can do much more for us than 
other Men. Bur yet ſtill it 1s far ſhort of our 
Wants ; and cannot anfwer one half of thoſe 
Fxigencies, in which we ſhall ſtand. in need of 
ſome one to Help and Aſſiſt us. 

Their Minds are Matable no leſs than Other: 
Mens : And they are by ſo much the more likely 
to Change.in their AﬀeCtions towards us, by how 
mach the more they are expoſed to the Deluſions: 
of thoſe about them ; who are ſtill envious of 
fach as they take into their particular Favour ;. 
and will therefore be {till endeavouring, by all 
An ways, to bring us into-Diſgrace with 
them. 

Their Favours are, generally, the Longeſt in 


Coming, and the Hardeſt to be Obtaind :- Whilltthe 


\ 
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very Formality which attends the Diſpenſing of 


them, oftentimes, Coſts ſo much, and cauſes ſuch 


Delays; as is utterly inconſiſtent with many of 
thoſe Wants, wherein we might otherwiſe pro- 
miſe our ſelves the moſt conliderable Advantage 
from their Favour and AﬀeCtion towards us. 
And fromall which we muſt therefore conclude, 
That it is a. very vain thing to place any confidence 
in Man upon this fuſt Account, viz. That the 
Power, even of the greateſt Perſons, to Help us is 
exceeding Small ; expoſed to ſo many Calvalcies, 
and attended with fuch Inconvetuences, as renders 


it of very little Uſe, and of no Dependance at all - 


co Us... | bi 
But ( 2dly) Were the Caſe quite otherwile ; 
were there any Order of Men ſo perfect, in all 
other Reſpects, that they Could ſupply us with 4l/ 
that we ſhould ever be likely to War, and Would 
give us whatſoever we ſhould Defire : And were 
their Inclmations towards us ſo Fixt and Immutable, 
that we might depend upon them char they would 
never forſake us, but be at all times ready to Grant 
us whatſoever we ſhould ask of them : Yet (till 
their Life is ſo Uncertarn, and, at the beſt, fo Short ; 
chat it would be a very vain thing for us, after all, 

to ſet up our Truſt and Confidence upon them. 
For alas ! Where is the Man ſo Great and Self- 
ſufficient, chat can ſecure himſelf the next Hours 
Wea s 
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Breadth > And in the heighth of all his Fortune 
preſume to ſay, that to Morrow ſhall not lay 
| him Equal with the Duſt, and return him to the 
Farth from whence he was taken ? 

It is an extraordinary Character which theHoly 
Spirit gives to ſome Perſons, Pſal.1xxx11. 6. 1 have 
ſaid that ye areGods,and that ye are all theChildren 
of the moſt High. And yet what follows immedt- 
ately upon 1t? A Sad, but Certain Truth : Ne- 
vertheleſs ye ſhall Die like Men. Tus 1s the Con- 
cluſion of all; The common End of the Great- 
«ſt, as well as of the Meaneſt, Perſons. Here they 
may ſeem to be a ſort of Gods upon Earth : May 
ciſpenſe the Fortunes of Mn as they pleaſe ; Ser 
up, whom they will ſet up; and Pall down, 
whom they will pull down. They may be Ho- 
nour'd too as ſuch, by thoſe who know no Re- 
ligion above their Intereſts ; nor think any Divi 
nity more worthy of their Regard, than Thoſe 
who have it in their power to promote them to 
Riches, and Honour, and Authority. | 

Bur Death obſcrves none of theſe Formalities. 
When that ſtrikes, the Crowned Head falls as 
ſurely before it, as He who had not where to lay 
hisHead,till th.Grave afforded him a place for it. 
All the difference 1s, that as ſuch Perfons are cx- 
poſed to more Dangers, and ſubject ro greater 
Hazards,than leſſer Men; ſo are their Lives more 
B Un- 
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Uncertain ; and, generally Speaking, more ſhort 
roo. A Cottage may, and oftentimes do's afford 
us an Example of a vigorous Old Age : But this 
1s a Sight which the Palaces of Princes are ſeldom 
bleſſed with ; nor can 1t reaſonably be expected 
they ſhould often Enjoy it. | 
And when this is the Caſe, what a folly muſt it 
be to build our Hope upon ſuch Protetors?Who 
are ſo far from being able to Help us, that alas ! 
they are not able to Help themſelves, in thoſe 
Inſtances, in which both They and We, the moſt, 
ſtand in need of Aſſiſtance, Whoſe Breath 1s not 
their Own :who live by the meer Favour of Ano- 
ther : who to day appear in Glory and Honour ; 
and to morrow go down to the Grave, and yield 
to the Fate of ordinary Men. 
 S fooliſh a thing is 1t, in point of Reaſon, to 
put our Truft in Man ; be the Place, the Power, or 
Authority which he Enjoys, what it will. And 
for a yet more ſenſible confirmation of this Great 
Truth; give me leave, but briefly, to illuſtrate ic 
to yOu, 1n that fatal Eyidence it has pleaſed God 
at this time to give us, 1n the Perſon of our /ate 
Royal Soveraign ; How litthe dependance 1s to be 
placed upon any Human Support ; upon the belt, 
or greateſt of the Children of Men: 
If, Firſt, we conſider Her with reſpect to her 
Power and Dignity; She was Qzeen of a Mighty 


wad and $ AL ae 


and 


at Grayes-Inn, &c. 


and Renowned People : Endued with the higheſt 
Authority that a Crown could give her ; and in 
chat with the largeſt Capacity that any Creature 
could pretend to, of doing Goo, Her Opportu- 
nities were Many, and hw Advantages very great 
for ſuch a Purpoſe, Much was expected from 
Her ; and we muſt, with Gratitude, Acknow- 
ledge, that much ſhe did Do. 

For indecd, 2/y; Her Will was not at all leſs,nay 
I may venture to fay,it was much Greater than her 
Power. Nor did ſhe value any thing ſo much in the 
Eminence of that Station to which it had pleaſed 
God to raiſe her amongſt us ; as that it put her 
n a Condition of extending the Exerciſe of her 
Vertues a great deal farther.than it had been poſ- 
{ible for her to have done in a leſſer Fortune. 

Never was there Any in ſo High a Place, 
more free and eaſic of Acceſs, even to the moſt 
ordinary Perſons : More deſirous to Oblige all, or 
' that better knew how to Do it. Inſomuch that I 
believe it has ſeldom been known that any eyer 
applied to Her, but what have gone away Eaſe 
and Contented from Her : And cither obtained 
what they wanted, or not know how to Com- 
plain, if they have not. 

The truth 1s, She was a Perſon in whom Na- 
twre and Grace ſeem to have concurr'd to make up 
One great. Maſter-picce of Excellency and Perfc-

wat! 
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Her Natural Diſpoſition was Free and Generous; 


Open and Sincere. She had a Sweetneſs of Tem- 


per, finiſh'd and heightned with a large mixture 
of Chriſtian Charity and Compaſſion : Such as 
never loved to ſee any in Miſery, Otherwiſe than 
as it gave her an Opportunity thereby of Doing 
fomewhar for them to make them Faſfie, 

Thus was ſhe fitted to Do Good: And a fin- 
gular Dexterity She had in the Doing of it. She 
knew What was fit to be done for Every One; 
and After what Manner ; and At what Time. And 
ſeldom did She Vouchſafe a Favour to Any, but 
the very Way that ſhe beſtow'd it in, doubled 
the Obligation ; and made a deeper Impreflion- 
upon the Mind of Him who reccy'd it, than the 
Benefit it felf did. 

In ſhort; So Great was her Comprchention ; 


| So Correct her Judgment; So Eafic her Diſpatch, 


of whatever came before her ; That God feemed 
to have fitted herSoul to her Place and Character: 
And to have given her a Capacuy as far beyond 
that of Other Common Perfons, as ſhe was in 


| Rank and Dignity above Them. 


Such good reaſon had we, upon All theſe ac- 
counts, to expect ſome more than Ordinary Bleſ- 


fings under her Government; and to put a greater ;-:'| 


Truft and Confidence in her, than was almoſt fit 
to be placed in any Creature. And the more to. 
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encourage us ſo to do, it had pleaſed God to all 


- his Other Endowments, to Add ſuch a Vigour 


of Body,and Firmneſs of Conſtitution, as ſeem'd 
ro Equal the Vivacity of her Mind ; And pro- 
miſed us almoſt an Age of Happineſs yet to come; 
under the Influence of her Conduct. 

And now, when ſo many Circumſtances con- 
curr'd to encourage our Relyance upon Her ; 
who could Blame us for being willing to flatter 


. Our Sclves, that ſuch a Qzeen was certainly raiſed 


up by God to do ſome extraordinary Good for 
that Church and Kingdom to which He had given 
Her ? But alas! a Sad Experience has ſhewn: us 
that we ought not to haye put our Truſt eyen in 
Such a Perſon. And it Such a Perſon may not 
be rely'd upon, We may then fafely conclude, 
that We muſt look beyond this World for our 
Support : And not place our Confidence on any 
but that God who alone, both Can Do All things. 
for us; and will continue, for ever, to Help and 
Defend Us. | 
Which therefore brings me.to the Other Point 
I propoſed to ſpeak to; _ | 
Secondly, That he. who will place his Truſt 
upon a ſure Foundation, muſt p/ace it upon 
God; who alone 1s Ab/e ro Succour us in Al. 
our Exigencies, and will Always continue in. 
a Capacity 1o to Do. 
And 
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And r/t. That God is Able to Succour us in All 
our Exigencies ; is evident from hence, that he 


bh is Able to do whatſoever he pleaſes both in Heaven 


and Earth, * That he has no Equal, much leſs 
any Superiour Power, to Controul his Will ; 
and to hinder him fron: bringing whatſoever 
he Purpoſes, to the End which he Deſigns. 
* That as he 1s the firſt Being, and Author of 
all others ; So was there Nothing before him 
to Confine, or Limit his Perfections. He Re- 
ceived not his Power from Any ; Nor has he 
therefore any Reſtraint upon it but what proceeds 
from himſelf, and is ſubject to his Own W1ll. 
Man, as he was Created by God, ſo was he 
Imited too by him in his State and Condition, 
to a certain Degree of Perfection, beyond which 
he cannot Go, nor Raiſe up himſclt above ir. 
And therefore, whatſoever Power he has, is con- 
fined within thoſe Bounds which the Divine 


' Wiſdom has thought fir o ſer ro it : Nor can 


he Go, the leaſt Tittle, beyond what God has 
permitted hum to Do. 

But God himſelf is Free and without Con- 
Rraint. With him nothing is impoſſible, but 
what is Sinful ; And that 1s not an Inſtance of 
true Power, but of Impotency and [nfirmity. 

So that f we would then Truft in Man, we 
muſt do it with thoſe Reſtrictions which his Na- 

| ture 
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ture requires to limit our 7ruft withal: And 
depend upon Him as One whoſe Power may fail; 
Whoſe Mind may Change ; nay, whoſe very Life 
may be taken from him. 

But with God we fhall need none of theſe Re- 
ſerves. He 1s abſolutely Able, in every thing, to 
Help and Succour us: And in all ſuch Caſes where- 
in it1s fitting for Him to do it, He will help us, if 
we do but duly apply our ſelves to Htm, and de- 
pend upon Him. And when ſuch is the Advantage 
of God, in this reſpeE&t,above any of his Creatures; 
much more above Man, the loweſt of all the Ra- 
tional Kind in Power and Dignity : Well may 
the Pſalmiſt pronounce him Bleſſed, whoſe Wil- 
dom and Piety have taught him to fix his Traft 
there, where Nothing can hinder it from bemg 
Beneficial to Him, but his own Neglecting to 
ſeek for Help as he ought to Do. 

I fay nothing now of the many other Argu- 


ments that might be offered to Encourage us in 
this Truſt, and ſhew the Happineſs of that Man 


who has placed his Hope upon it. Such are, 
* The infinite Wi/dom of God, in judging what 
1s Beft for Us, and after what Manner it will be 
moſt for our Intereſt to be Helped by him. * His 
infimte Knowledge, for the diſcovery of our Wants, 
oftentimes long before we Our ſelves are ſenſible 
of them. * His Power to Relieve Us, not only 

| in 
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in A// our Exigences, which I have before Ob- 
ſerved ; but to Do it in a Moment, at the very Mir- 
nute that it will be moſt Seaſonable for Us to have 
it done. And, not to mention any more ; * His 
Ability to prevent Evils from coming upon us, no 
leſs than to Free us from them, or to Support us zn- 


Her Them, when they have Overtaken Us. And 


in all which the Wiſdom and Power of Man can 
cither Do Nothing at all, or Nothing Compara- 
ble ro what God 1s able to Do. | 

Bur one Conſideration more there is, which 
neither the expreſs Words of my Text, nor the Oc- 
caſion of the preſent Diſcourſe, will permit me to 
paſs by : And that 1s, 24ly. That God is not only 
thus Able, as I have ſhewn, to Help us in All our 
Needs ; but will continue for Ever in a Capacity to 
ſave and. defend Us. For God 1s Eternal in his 


Duration, as well as Infinite in his Power ; and 


as He never had a Beginning of Being, fo nei- 
ther can He ever Come to an End of it. 

Now how far this ſets him up above all 
Earthly BenefaFors, I have alrcady ſhewn you:; 
and the mighty Loſs, we have juſt now ſuſtain'd, 
does but too plainly Ecclare. _ | 

When One of our eartbly Benefafors Dies, not 


only. all his Good Diſpoſitions towards us periſh 
- together with Him, bur all his Power too of put- 
ting thern in Execution, from that inſtant, Ceaſes.

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And we from thenceforth become as Deſticute 
and Forlorne, as if we had never had any -ſnch 
Friend or Patron, to rely upon.

few years, to blot out all the Memory of her 
Brother's Piety, Iſhall not need ro ſay: The

in the midſt of all their crouble ; when the Hope 
of their Enemies, and their own Fears were ac the 
Higheſt; it pleaſed God upon a ſudden to take 
off chat Queen, and put ſuch an End to their dan- 
gers, as nothing elle could have done. 

But chough by this means therefore we were 
ſecured againſt their open Violence, yet God ſtill | 
permitted them. to endeavour by ſecret Treache- | 
ry to carry on their Deſigns againſt us : And Has | 
by that means furniſh'd us ' with yet more En- 
gagements torelie upon his Protection ; who has | 
ſo often, and wonderfully delivered us from }- 
their Devices. when Hor: 5: 

RR Witneſs the many ſubtle and barbarous Ar- | 
Popiſh Trea- ternpts, that were made by Them upon the Life | 
{9% ql 6 of Queen Elizabeth: The Open Force, and Dome- : 
pace. ſtick Diſturbances which they raiſed up againſt | 
Her. And yetin all theſe they miſcarryd; and | 
in many of chem fo fignally, as plainly ſhew'd | 
the Hand of God was againſt them. 
See Foulis, bo When that Queen was gone, and King James 
x. 2 ſettled upon the Throne, it was but a little while 
before they returnd to their Old Malice, but in 
a New Way ; and chat ſuch, as all the Cunning 
of Hell had never before contrived; I mean 
= that of the Gun-powder Conſpiracy. And that too 
was diſcovered after a moſt 'wonderful manner, 


and 
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and at a moſt Critical junture, when all was 
juſt come to the Point of Execution. -. 

I might add to theſe Examples, the Happy 
Reſtauration of our Church and Government, after 
che fatal Murder of King Charles the Firſt, Their 
frequent diſappointmencs fince ; but eſpecially 
that of the laſt Reign. Bur I think I have alrea- 
dy given you InStances enough to Convince you, 
that were we now left in as Bad an Eſtate, as ble(- 
ſed be God! we are ina very Good One : Yet ſtill 
whilſt we beld firm to our Holy Religion, and con- 
tinued our Truſt in God, there would be no 
Cauſe for us tro Deſpond : Seeing God can detend 
us withour any Humane Help ; and, as I have now 
ſhewn you, has ofcen done it, when we could:

Open Enemies could do to hinder it, ſo encouraged 


the Work, that both their Temple and their City 


were Re-built; and themſelves reſtor'd both to 


their Liberty and to their Religion. 


And if to Truſt in God be able to work ſuch 


wonderful Effefts as thele ; how much more 
may we promiſe our ſelves from it, who have 
ſo fair a Proſpe&t before our Eyes ; if we do but 


firmly rely upon Him, and not ſuffer any. thing 


to ſhake our (onfidence of his Fercy. 
But then, Sixthly; and to Cloſe all : That 


. _ our Hope may be ſure ro have its due effect, ler 
me add finally; That we muſt nor think it e-- 
nough barely to truF in God ; but muſt take Care- 


withall to live ſo, that we may be, in ſome mea- 


ſure, worthy of his Protefion. We muſt ro the- 
Purity of our Religion, add the Reformation of our 
Manners ; and then we may ſecurely defie our 


Greateſt Enemies to do uz any Miſchief. 
And becauſe Examples, in theſe Caſes, are not 


only more Inſtructive than Preceprs, but more 


apt to Perſwade too; and thar this is all that 
now remains to us of that noble Pattern, which 
was wont to ſhine ſo brightly in all our Eyes; to 


reflect upon her Piety, and by that to learn how
